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SOON AND SUDDEN? 


ONSIDERABLE EMPHASIS IS BEING 
placed on the belief expressed in some 
quarters ‘that the end of the war against 
Hitler’s Germany will come soon and sud- 
denly. This optimistic view may or may not 
derive from rosy speculation from Stock- 
holm, Ankara, Madrid, Lisbon and Berne— 
neutral capitals which have distinguished 
themselves’ ag clearing houses for every 
form of propaganda, and which now miss 
no opportunity of underscoring the certainty 
of the Reich's military defeat. Their sources 
of information may be fairly reliable. But 
the peoples of the Allied world will do well 
to make up their minds to the possibility 
of further furious fighting after the Soviet 
armies take possession of Berlin’s ruins. 
Should it be otherwise, so much the better. 


If the occupation of Berlin should not 
bring unconditional surrender from any con- 
siderable elements of the Wehrmacht, it 
would at least remove the-city as-the-centre 
of the Nazi government. It might also lead 
to the freeing of Norway and Denmark, as it | 
would entail a reorganization of Prussia and 
all the northern lines of communication, or 


what is left of them. Possession of the capi- 
tal by the Russians, moreover, would cut 
off-another source of supplies still available | 
to keep the war machine running. Then 
again.it may take longer to occupy Berlin 
than even Allied experts believe, even though 
it-is nothing like ‘as easy to defend as Buda- | 
pest. But if the Nazi -high command can 
guarantee its defence street by street and 
house by house, the necessary demolition | 
work may take a considerable time before | 
the “supermen” can be dug out. 

On the other hand, the Russian advance | 
from Breslau, which has to guard the flank | 
of the central march on Berlin, ean fork | 
off to Dresden and Leipzig and involve them 
in simultaneous disaster with Berlin.

pre MINISTER CHURCHILL, “in his 
speech, pointed to the fact that Britain 
was entering its 65th month of the 
war. That goes a long way te explain the 
irritation and tension that have echoed in 
recent sharp exchanges across the Atlantic. 

London is battered and weary. Life is a/ 
struggle for almost everyone: You have to 
stand in line for everything. You have to 
fill out forms, and then you're lucky if you 
get even common necessities. 

We in America, with our security and 
relative plenty, can, hardly understand what 
the long, dreary continuity of. war means to 
the British people. Small irritations pile on 
top of gnawing fears and uncertainties: 

Even to those of us who have been here 
before in wartime, such small details as | 
dried eggs come as an unpleasant surprise. | 
They have the consistency of wet sawdust, 
yet seem always to taste somewhat dry. 

The British diet, always monotonous, now | 
has fallen to a dead level of stale weariness. | 
Only in half a dozen luxury hotels, mostly | 
inhabited by foreign dignitaries, is there | 
anything approaching the variety the aver- | 
age American takes for granted. 3 | 

Hospitals are painfully overcrowded. I) 
just visited a large public hospital in south-/| 
ern England which has many victims of blitz | 
and V-bombs. The narrow cots are crowded 
so closely together that it is difficult to move i 
between them. Some patients have been in| 
the same ward for four years, ever since 
receiving injuries sustained in the Battle| 
of Britain.

Followers of the sport have | 
discussed the question time and time as to just’ why the spoft has’ 
never, been able to find a place for the fellow who played such 
a leading role in its salvation following the lamentable Black Sox | 
scandal of 1919. What's wrong with Ruth? At a time when | 
organtzed baseball is frankly worried about its survival, owing to 
war restrictions, the sport's most popular idol remains on the side: | 
lines.” q 
RUTH DOES not need any help from baseball from a financial | 
standpoint. He lives comfortably on the income from his tremen- | 
dous baseball earnings. During the summer he conducts a 13-week / 
national radio program for boys which pays him more than any | 
baseball job could offer. Because he does not choose to travel | 
under wartime restrictions the Babe turns down rich. offers for 
personal appearances, Yet Ruth yearns to be back in baseball. 
If ever a player richly deserved the opportunity to manage’ a club, 
Ruth was entitled to.a chance with the New York Yankees. Yet 
the closest he ever came was a suggestion by the late Col, dacob 
Ruppert that he proved himself with Newark in the International 
League. At that time Ruth couldn't see why he should be demoted 


to the minors. 
DESPITE reports to the contrary Ruth says he was never made 
any kind of an offer to manage a major league club. The late 
Vrank Navin communicated with Ruth as he was about to sail for 
Honolulu in the fall of 1933 but when he returned Mickey Cochrane 
had been named manager of the Detroit Tigers. “I asked for | 
management of the Yankees when Miller Huggins died,” relates | 
Ruth, “but Col. Ruppert and Ed Barrow told me they did not 
think I could manage while I was still playing. So it was Bob) 
Shawkey for a year, and I knew I was finished when Barrow 
brought In Joe McCarthy.” 


E OTHER DAY Ruth was asked what kind of a baseball job | 

he would like. “Anything but a desk job,” he replied. The 
Bambino expressed his willingness to manage a club but would 
demand a free hand.

Victoria Nature Talks 


By ROBERT CONNELL 

THE HUMBLE MOSSES 
IN OUR MILD, moist coastal 

climate winter is peculiarly 
beautified by its wonderful dis- 
play of mosses. They are plenti- 
ful,.indeed, all the year round, 
and some forms are seen at their 
best in summer, but for the 
greater part their beauty comes 
with the rains. In dry weather, 
whether cool or warm, their small 
leaves José their customary color 
and freshness and shrivel up. As 
you sit on some mossy rock on a 
summer day and pass your hand 
over the mossy .surface, so hot 
and dry, you may well famcy all 
is dead. Actually the mosses are 
only sleeping; the first rains in 
| the fall revive them and restore 
them to their proper color and 
form. 

This quick response to mois- 

ture is one of the things that dis- 
tinguish the mosses from the corm 
mon flowering plants. The latter 
| possess an interior waterconduct- 
ing system that rises from the 
| root to the furthest leaf and bud. 
| The mosses on the other hand are 
| superficially watered; they have 
neither root nor internal chan- 
nels. Consequently they receive 
moisture through their exterior 
cells directly and are abje to re- 
}vive quickly after prolonged 
drought when rain falls on them, 
| but speedily suffer. from the ab- 
sence of moisture. 


FAMILIAR ABODES 

Rocks and tree trunks are two 
very familiar abodes of mosses. 
But there are species that love 
the ground and some of them are 
} among our loveliest mosses. For 
}example, where the pink lady’s- 
|slipper Calypso borealis grows 
| you will almost invariably find a

The Native Brotherhood of| 
B.C. has decided to meet soon to 
consider the situation, Andrew 
Paull, one of the association's of- 
ficials, said some 3,000 Indians) 
are opposed to being sent over- 
seas, because foreign-born resi-| 
dents would replace them in the} 
fishing ‘industry. Brotherhood 
officials reported Indians pre} 
viously granted deferment as 
fishermen now are being called 
up. 

Maj. MacKay sald a small per-; 
centage of Indians have been ex-| 
cluded from compulsory over- 
seas service.

Exempted Indians include those 
in Fort St. John, B.C., and Fort 
Simpson, B.C. areas who come 
under Treaties No. 8 and 11, and 
Indians in other parts of Canada 
who come under Treaties No. 3 
and 6.

DIFFICULT TO HEAR 
HICH REMINDS ME of the letter I re- 
ceived some time ago from a public- 
spirited woman who takes a keen interest 
in the legislative proceedings. It reads thus: 

“Dear Member of Parliament: 

“Anyone who sat in the gallery at the Leg- 
islative Chamber when speeches are in pro- 
gtess, and has craned forward to hear the 
proceedings below knows only to well how 
impossible it is to gather any information, 
because the speaker cannot be heard 

“One or two are fairly audible, but there 
is much that is missed from the majority of 
those who speak 

“Tf the gallery is really meant for the public 
to hear as well as to see their spokesmen in 
government, then loudspeakers attached to 
every member's desk would help fulfill the 
intention Rach instrument to be equipped 
pith individua! switch 

“(Signed), VOTER RIGHTS.” 
TANTALIZING MUMBLINGS 
a FREQUENT habituee of. the 

public gclleries also spoke to me about 
the “tantalizing mumblings” which float 
—or don’t float—up from below. 

True, some .of the members are not 
equipped with stentorian vofces—and cor 
tent themselves with confining their efforts 
to the listeners on the floor of the House 

But even the clearest speakers find it 


difficult to make themselves heard upstairs,—_| 


owing to the poor acoustics of the legisla- 
tive chamber 

Various attempts have been made to im- 
prove the acoustics. And anyone who re- 
members the Chamber before such steps 
were taken will recognize how rouch it has 
been ‘mproved. 


LOUD SPEAKERS? - 
'O..MY. CORRESPONDENT'S._ suggestion 
for the Instajlation ef loud speakers 

equipped with switch-on every desk is.an 

interesting one. * 

It recalls’ some of the proposals advanced 
by members of the British Houses of Par- 
lHameftt for improvements to that ancient 
structure: 

Commander King-Hall, M.P., advanced 
some ideas revolutionary enough to startle 
the ancients, 

Among other things, he wants an eight 
or even ten-storey House of Commons, 
with the top floor devoted entirely to bed- 
rooms. 

Presumably to provide more comfortable 
sleeping accommodation for members than 
the.floor of the Chamber—although he didn’t 
say so! 

TO TELEVISE DEBATES 
IS NEXT CONCERN was for Commons 

debates. He was convinced that, before 
long, many hundreds of people would want 
to hear them. 

So he wants microphones under the seats 
of both M.P.’s and peers. 

But those microphones should not be so 
sensitive that asides and confidential re- 
marks between members would be audible 
to the listening public, in his opinion. 

Which seems to me rather a pity. It. 
would be so enlightening—if not always 
uplifting—for the voter! 

Oddly enough, Commander King-Hall is 
opposed to broadcasting of parliamentary 
debates, such as is done in Australia. 


THEATRE UNDER THAMES 
OWEVER, HE SAW no objection to a 
television theatre, in which about 1,000 
of the public could not only hear, but also 
see, their representatives in action—or not. 

Such a theatre to be built under the 
Thames, air-conditioned and fitted up like 
a cinema, and “form part of the House ffom 
the point of view of discipline.” 

T like that last somewhat cryptic remark. 
Can it mean that members would:be absent 
less often, attend a little more closely to 
the debates instead of letter-writing—if sub- 
jected..ta television? 

The idea that members should be seen 
as well as heard will probably spread, even 
to British Columbia 

If it does I, for one, feel that the elector 
is due for a shock when he sees some of 
the less photogenic members face to face— 
especially when it is a faee like mine!
